ciated Press learns, on excellent author- 
ity that the Japanese army has been or- 
dered to renew its attacks on Port Ar- 
thur todny and take the main fortifica- 
tions at any cost. 


TOKIO, Nov. 25—It is reported that 


the Japanese saps directed against Rih- 
luiig mountain, Sungshu mountain and 
oust Keekwan mountain have reached 
tho biiHC of tho center ditches. The de- 
fensive works outside the parapets of 
Kihlung mountain and Sungsh mountain 
have been captured leaving the Russians 
in possession of the parapets only. The 
Japanese guns are shelling the parapets 
and inflicting heavy damage. The evacu- 
ation of the forts is expected shortly 
•jf the forts are taken, the capture of 
Port Arthur proper seems assured with- 
iug a short time.

153,255 in Wisconsin against a plurality 
for McKinley in 1900 of 10C.597. Yet the 
total vote cast is several thousand below 
Hint o f - 1900. despite the 
wonderful 


growth of the state in tiie past four 
years. Gov. La Toilette is re-elected 
a plurality of 51,732. The Republican 
congressmen arc nearly all re-elected by 
Inrge pluralities. 


A comparison of the pluralities 
of 


Roosevelt and La Follette is interesting 
Roosevelt's plurality is larger thnn Ln- 
Follclte's by 101,5-23. In 1890 McKinley 
hud a plurality in Wisconsin of 102,lil2 
l-'ollette's by 101,52.'). In 180(1 McKinley 
and in 1900'of 100,597. La Follette's plu- 
rality in 11100 was 102,745. This is only 
one of the many combinations of interest 
which can be made of the various plural- 
ities shown in the appended tables. 


The vote received by McKinley in 1900 


was the largest plurality ever given a 
candidate in Wisconsin, but the 1904 rec- 
ord will doubtless stand for many years 
to come. The total vote on president in 
1U04 was -140,097 and in 1900 was 440,501 


RAPID GROWTH OF SOCIALISM. 
A review of the vote for the Socin: 


Democratic ticket shows a rapid growth 
of the Socialist movement.. The Socin 
Lnbor party hns been practically wipe, 
out ns far as Wisconsin is concerned, the 
vote for president being only 37. The 
Populist vote wns nlso of little conse- 
quence, Watson receiving only 79 votes 
in the entire stale. 


Debs, however, polled 27,170 votes, as 


against 7.048 in 1000, nnd n Social Labor 
vote of 503 in that year. In Milwaukee 
county this year Debs ran abend of Par 
ker. the Deb's vote being 18,330, and that 
of Parker 1S,3J,">, n difference of sixty-five 
in favor of Debs.

NEW YORK, Nov. 25.—Guy Roche 


,vlio waa shot twice under the heart in 
front of the Hotel Jlarlborough last ev- 
ening, identified Frank Felton, whom the 
police liad already arrested aa the man 
who shot him when the prisoner was 
brought before him in the hospital today. 
Heche's statement was made in the pres- 
ence of Felton and two defectives of the 
Tenderloin station. Kocho snid that the 
shooting was justified. 


The police believe that the trouble be- 


tween Roche and Felton, which culmi- 
nated in the shooting arose over a wom- 
an who had transferred her affections 
from Roche to Felton. 


DYING MAN'S STORY. 


To Coroner Scholer the wounded man 


>., repeated his statement that Felton was 
74 his assailant, but insisted that the shots 


were'nred in self defense, and that they 
were justifiable. Roche told the coroner 
that he had been drinking heavily yester- 
day and that while going along Broad- 
way he met Felton in front of the Marl- 
borough hotel. 
After a few words, a 


quarrel -arose. Felton, he said, tried to 
soothe him, but his condition was such 
that he only became the more angered. 
He said that ho told Felton ho was going 
to shoot him and walked away to get a 
gum lie returned in a few minutes and 
as he approached Felton, he put his hand 
to his hip pocket to draw the weapon he 
says he had secured. At this moment, 
Roche told the coroner, Felton drew his 
revolver and fired two shots 
nt him. 


Roche declared that he had no relatives. 
At the moment he was saying this, how- 
ever, a well dressed young woman, who 
lad previously called at the hospital nnd 
isked to see Roche, claiming to he his 
:isler. was asking for an opportunity to 
;ee him. She was permitted to sec Roche 
ift.or the coroner went away. 


Roche is about 33 years old nnd came 


'•PITTSBURG, Nov. 25.—Running on a 
slow and carefully prepared schedule, the 
special train on the Pennsylvania road, 
bearing President Roosevelt and his par- 
ty to St. Louis arrived here at 10:35 a, 
m. Throughout the trip, the greatest 
precautions are being taken to eliminate 
the chance of accidents. The run-from 
•Washington to Pittsburg was mad»'at 
an average speed of not more than twen- 
ty-five miles an hour, and, through tha 
mountains early today, the speed of tha 
train sometimes did not exceed tea or 
twelve miles an hour. 


President Roosevelt and the members 


of his family accompanying him, retired 
soon after the train left Washington. 
When they arose this morning they 
looked out on the western foothills of 
the Allegheny mountains, capped with 
anow. It had grown perceptibly colder 
during the night and the day opened ' 
dark and gloomy. 


At several places in western Pennsyl- 


vania crowds had assembled at the sta- 
tions to greet the president, but they 
were afforded no opportunity to see him, 
as no stops were made except at the 
ends of divisions. The people cheered 
and waved flags, however, as the train 
passed. 


From Pittsburg. the president's special 


will run over the P. C. C. & St. Louis 
railroad, passing through Columbus and 
Indianapolis. Columbus will be reached 
according to the schedule, about 
four 


o'clock this afternoon. It will be nearly 
eight hours later when the train passes 
through Indianapolis. 
The train IB due 


to arrive at St. Louis at S:45 tomorrow 
morning.

His attorney de- 
manded an immediate hearing and made 
ciuistie reference to the detectives who 
have been instrumental in causing the 
arrest of Valentine and others in the 
Eureka foundry dynamite case. The pro- 
secution was not prepared to present its 
testimony and li- hi-nrinfr of Mr. Valen- 
tine wns'sct for Monday next. The case 
of Thomas Brnchen, charged with com- 
plicity in the murder of Wcakley, a non- 
union moldcr, was set for tomorrow. 


"Upon leaving the police court Presi- 


dent Valentine went to his office where 
he made the following statement: 


•"Tending the hearing I can say but 


little, except that I am entirely innocent 
of any of the charges brought against 
me, have every confidence in the justice 
of the Cincinnati courts and do not. fear 
trial, knowing that it will be a fair one. 
T am' not prepared to .sny that if any 
plot exists against me; all things of that 
sort will come out in the hearing or 
trial. Time is a. great levelev and will 
expose the foundations of this action, a 
view I shall not be afraid to have the 
public scrutinize. J will -wait patiently 
for the conclusion of this matter feeling 
assured that I will not only be cleared

When nil the acceptances are in it will 
then be determined what steps shall be 
taken toward fixing a date for the court 
to meet.

INJURIES MAY BE FATAL 


Boy Residing Near Union Grove 


Badly Hurt in Jumping 


From Train. 


The 14 year old son of Mr. and Mrs. 


Matt Nelson, residing two miles west of 
Union Grove, wns seriously if not fatally 
injured shortly after 5 o'dock yesterday 
afternoon. He had been to Corliss dur- 
ing the day and boarded the train goinj 
west at 0 o'clock- When the train ar- 
rived at the cross road one mile cast of 
Kunsasville he jumped off, thinking that 
he could make the jump safely. The 
train was going faster than he thought, 
however, and when he struck the ground 
lie was thrown forcibly on the roadbed 
with the result that one side of his face 
was badly bruised and his head injured. 
His father had driven to Kansasville to 
meet him and when he failed to arrive 
on the train thought that his son had 
remained over night with friends. Short- 
ly after 9 o'clock in the evening the 
young man arrived ai his home and he 
had barely told the story of his injury 
when he lost consciousness nod he has 
not recovered at this writing.

ed to attend him and after a thorough 
examination expressed the opinion that 
the young man had received a concussion 
of the brain which might result fatally.

Some 
people state that we had zero weather 
before this time and that sleigh in£ was 
one of the Thanksgiving day sports. To 
settle all of these disputes the govern- 
ment reports for the. month of November 
last year have been consulted and they 
show that November 13th was the first 
day that the thermometer went below 
the freezing point. On the morning of 
that day the thermometer registered 2S 
degrees above and went ns high as 48 
degrees above zero. The day following 
27 degrees were registered in the morn- 
ing and 42 was the highest point reach- 
ed!

The thermometer . hovered 
around 


points below freezing during the entire 
montb> the lowest point reached being^ll 
degrees above zero on the 20th. The 
17th, 18th, 18th and 20th were all cold 
days, the thermometer registering 1C, 13, 
1-2"and 11 degrees above zero respective- 
ly. Thanksgiving day came on the 2Gth 
last year and on that day the residents 
arose in the morning with the thermom- 
eter registering 13 above zero. What 
were real cold days last year were re- 
markably pleasant and warm this year, 
the four days given above, the 17th, IStb, 
Kith and 20th thii year registering as 
.high as 3(5, 07, 07, and 59 and only going 
down to 40, 3S, 40 and 42. 


This shows that we experienced no 


zero weather during the month of No- 
vember last year. The first zero weath- 
er was on the 14th and 15th of December 
when the government thermometer reg- 
istered 7 degrees below zero. Private 
thermometers registered from II! to 20 
degrees below and Kenosha was said to 
have experienced 24 degrees below zero.

Much feeling has been engendered over 


the subject, and even charges of undue 
influences being at work to fix the loca- 
tion at Lake Bluff, have been made. 
Among other things it has been asserted 
by the friends of other sites that the 
Reoder commission entered into the in- 
vestigation prejudiced in favor of Lako 
BlurT site.; that a number, of trips were 
made .there during the summer and that 
Capt. Reeder haB relatives who are in- 
terested in the land, or land adjoining 
that to be taken for the station at Lake 
Blufl'. It is doubtful, however, if any 
attempt is made in congress to overturn 
the action of the board. The faet that 
the report is unanimous and was prompt- 
ly approved by the president, will proba- 
bly be accepted by congress as evidence 
that the site selected will meet the re- 
quirements of the government. 


The fact that there are no harbor fa- 


cilities at the point selected is met by 
the claim that such facilities can be pro- 
vided at comparatively small cost.

Run Into By Fast Train— 


Several Passengers 


May Die. 


CLEVELAND, 0., Nov. 25— Fifteen 


people were injured, three, and possibly 
more 'of whom will' die, as a result of a 
collision between a. fast south bound 
train on the Cleveland and Pittsburg 
road and a trolley ear on the Northern 
Ohio Traction line, today, near Bedford, 


a, few miles east of this city. The trol- 
ley car was struck by the passenger 
train while the latter was running fully 
fifty miles an hour. 


The electric car was cut completely in 


two and the wreckage thrown sixty or 
seventy feet to one aide. The passenger 
train was not derailed. The electric car 
carried as passengers fourteen men and 
one woman, all of whom were mare or 
Jess severely injured. As quickly as pos- 
sible the injured were placed on a train 
and taken to hospitals in Cleveland. 


The accident occurred at a crossing of 


the two roads. A'freight train had just 
cleared the, crossing and hid from view 
the approaching passenger train. The 
electric car conductor throw the derail- 
ing switch and as the trolley car came 
on to the crossing the collision took 
place.

OBITUARY. 


As a result of petitions filed by the 


Illinois Manufacturers' association and 
other trade organizations the interstate 
commerce commission has decided 
to 


meet at Chicago on Dec. 5 to consider 
complaints alleging onerous conditions 
imposed by the uniform bill of lading 
which a, number of railroads propose to 
put in effect Jan. 1. The complaint is 
that the new regulations will ma"ke bills 
of lading not negotiable, will require 
shippers to assent to conditions not here- 
tofore enforced, and thereby recognize 
such conditions to be reasonable and 
just; will compel shippers to bind them- 
selves to conditions which largely ex- 
empt the carrier from its common law 
liability, will diminish the value of the 
service to the shipper while maintaining 
the accustomed charge, and will make 
the shipper pay 20 per cent of the rate 
in addition if he insists upon the car- 
riers' eomroon law liability, thereby giv- 
ing the old service at an increased 
charge. It is claimed that the new con- 
ditions will result in unreasonable and

NEW YORK, Nov. 2 .—Total abstain- 


ers in the matter of spirituous and malt 
liquors are likely, in the neiir future, to 
be given special low rutcs by the lead- 
ing life insurance companies, according 
to the Tribune. As is well known, the 
insurance companies never issue policies 
to immoderate'drinkers where the cir- 
cumstances arc known, but 
for many 


years numerous authorities have claim- 
ed that the average span of life was lon- 
ger among persons who were not total 
abstainers and the 
underwriters have 


never taken a decided stand in the mut- 
ter. 


Now, however, it is stated that -a num- 


ber of actuaries and medical directors 
have been working on statistics running 
over a period of several years, nnd from 
the records of a large number of life 
companies several of the authorities have 
come to the conclusion that the total ab- 
stainers as a class live longer by from 
20 to 50 per cent ihan the moderate 
drinkers as 'a class. 


IF I1E STARTS TO DRINK. 


There are n number'of details to work 


out before the policies in contemplation 
are actually offered to the public. One 
of these is the danger, that a man, who is: 
a total abstainer when he takes out the! 
'policy may become a moderate, or per-' 
haps immoderate drinker in the future, 
which would upset the figures of the com- 
pany if this should happen to many of 
the holders of -such policies. It is believ- 
ed, however, that this problciii can be 
solved in several ways. One of these is 
that the application for the policy should 
contain ii warranty thnt the 
.applicant 


would never thereafter become a drinker 
of alcoholic or malt beverages, the effect 
of \vbich would be that if he violated 
the warranty the policy would be void. 


The companies also have discussed ti 


plan of including a provision that if the 
man should become a drinker the amount 
payable under I he policy should be such 
a sum r.,s the amount of premiums paid 
would huve purchased if the man had 
not been a total abstainer.

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


Wellman in Record Herald: 
On ac- 


count of the 
reported 
opposition of 


Speaker Cannon to an extra session for 
the purpose of revising the 
tariff, 
the 


proposed extraordinary session of con- 
gress next spring is not in as high favor 
as it was a few days ago. Mr. Cannon's 
word will naturally have great weight 
with the president, for upon the speak- 
er's influence in the house much will de- 
pend when it comes to the actual work 
of revision. Instead of a special session 
of congress, the plan which today seems 
most in favor is one to have congress at 
the coming session pass a joint resolu- 
tion authorizing the appointment by the 
speaker of the house and the presiding 
officer of the senate of a joint committee 
to hold tariff hearings during the sum 
mer and to report to congress nt the 
regular session, which is to convene a 
year hence. If this plan should'be adopt 
ed—and present indications are in its fa- 
vor—it is the expectation that the Re- 
publican members of the ways and means 
committee and of the finance committee 
of the senate will be chosen to make the 
^proposed 
investigation. 
Actually 
the 


members of the house committee will not 
be members of congress, as their terms 
expire March 4 next, and they cannot 
take the oath of office as members of 
of the new congress till that body meets. 
So far as the house members are concern- 
ed, the members of the proposed commis- 
sion will be in the same category as pri- 
vate individuals appointed to serve upon 
a tariff commission. But this 
will be 


only a technicality. Actuallyit will be 
the tariff committees of the two houses 
of congress that make the inquiry and 
prepare recommendations as to tariff re- 
vision. Largely on the score of personal 
convenience and because of *v fear that a 
special session of congress for tariff work 
might have a tendency to unsettle the 
business, world, quite a strong opposition 
to an extra session is springing up among 
senators and representatives. The joint 
commission plan obviates most of these 
difficulties. If such a, commission can 
agree upon a program the power of the 
Republican party would be invoked to 
carry its recommendations into law. 


» • • m 


Some of President Roosevelt's warmest 


and most influential friends, like Senator 
Crane of Massachusetts, are in favor of 
this method of getting at tariff revision. 
They argue that no time would'be lost 
because if congress is called 
together 


next spring months and months will be 
spent in discussion and investigation, and 
while waiting for the report of the ways 
and means committee congress might be 
tempted to do a- lot of foolish things. If 
the committee plan is adopted congress 
can adjourn, and if it is deemed wise in 
order to save a couple of months' time 
the president may convene it next Octo- 
ber, when the report of the. committee is 
ready. The men who are favoring this 
plan say they would have the report oi 
the committee, when ready, made public, 
eo that the whole country inay study it 
and so that public opinion may operate 
directly upon congress. As has already 
been pointed out in these 
dispatches, 


President Roosevelt is not committed to 
any particular method. All he wants is 
action, and that he.is quite willing to 
secure by a special session of congress 
cither next spring or in the full, by sep- 
arate bills, or by the joint 
committee 


plan. Readers of the Record-Herald will 
remember that this whole program for 
tariff revision, and for a revision that 
amounts to tariff reform, was outlined 
for them in this paper during tlie session 
of the national convention at Chicago 
last summer. At that time the stand- 
patters, particularly some of the excita- 
ble brethren in Town, energetically and 
not very courteously pooh-poohed 
the 


idea thnt tariff revision wos coming, 
Well, it is coming now. President Roose- 
velt has never swerved from his purpose, 
and has handled the. subject with skill 
and success. It wns not necessary for 
him to take the stand-natters of. Iowa 
into his confidence, but the present activ- 
ity in favor of tariff readjustment will 
come as no surprise to the, attentive rend- 
ers.

"But, governor, you have seen pub- 


lished statements and interviews that 
you would make good presidential timber 
four years from now?" 


TALKS OF PRIMARY FOR PRESI- 


DENT. 


"Oh yes, things similar to that are said 


and published about every successful pol- 
itician who represents a popular issue 
and who has a reputation for fighting 
his own battles, but that does not make 
him a candidate for president of these 
United States. There are many power- 
ful influences in this country which ap- 
pear to think they have more to say 
about the choice of a president of the 
United States than the people them- 
selves have. Perhaps the candidate for 
president of the United States will some 
day be chosen by some 'sort of a direct 
vote of the people, so that manhood suff- 
rage will be a bigger factor in the choice 
of the right man for a candidate for the 
presidency that the interests which have 
been known to influence caucuses, and 
conventions, too, in the state, sometimes 
even contrary to the will of the people 
who select the delegates. 


"I have had troubles of my own in 


trying • tci secure the adoption of 
the 


Australian ballot system for all primary 
elections in Wisconsin, so as to eliminate 
improper influenced and practices that 
control caucuses and conventions under 
the old system. I am not at present 
seeking further political trouble, 
but 


four years is a Jong look ahead. Sup- 
pose we let all the bridges go until we 
come to them. I ran for governor in 
1896 and 1898 and was defeated both 
times by the direct purchase of a suffi- 
cient number of my delegates in the con- 
vention to give me a majority.

LESS THAN 1,000 DEER SHIPPED 


E 


On 
ara of th« Hunting Seuon Re 


laalo-— Next Year's Prospects Good. 


MADISON, Nov. 23.— Eight days re- 


main of the 1004 open season for hunting 
deer in Wisconsin, and less than 1,000 
deer are reported to the game warden's 
ollice in the capitol, as having been ship- 
ped in the state. Only 840 tags of deer 
shipped have been received. Last year 
in the entire season some 6,000 deer 
were shipped. The season for 1004 rs 
half over now. It seems that the deer 
will not be subjected to nearly as large 
a slaughter tliis year as last. Probably 
several hundred deer have been shipped, 
and the corresponding tags have not yet 
reached the office of the warden. It is 
reasonable to estimate that between 2,- 
500 aud 3,000 deer ImVe been killed this 
season in the woods of northern Wiscon- 
sin, but this is a much smaller number 
than last year. The non-resident hunt- 
ers have not taken many deer out of the 
state ns yet. To date only 80 shipping 
tags have been received. It is believed 
that next year deer in Wisconsin will be 
more, plentiful than ever, on account of 
the small slaughter this year, and be- 
cause of the- increased effectiveness of the 
system of preservation and protection. 
The reason for the comparatively small 
slaughter is lack of snow. Tlie woods 
arc free from this necessary article for 
tlie tracking of the game, and also When 
there is no snow the animals arc more 
wary and hard to take.

3. That Congressmen Esch and. Cooper 


are .also both earnest in their senatorial 
ambitions.

mittee meeting. The committeemen were 
met one by one by the party leaders and 
the situation was talked over with them. 
The whole trend'of the talk was such 
as to leave very little doubt that Gov. 
La Follette intends being a senatorial 
candidate. 
' Atty. Gen. Sturdevant claimed this 
morning that his opinion as to whether 
a primary is necessary for the nomina- 
tion of a, United States senator was not 
prepared. It is said around the capital 
that Gov.

INJURIES MAY BE FATAL 


Boy Residing Near Union Grove 


Badly Hurt in Jumping 


From Train. 


The 14 year old son of Mr. and Mrs.

A gale 
raged all night long over the coasts, driv- 
ing vessels to shelter and seriously dis- 
locating the telegraph wires and especial- 
ly in the north of England and in Scot- 
land. Blinding snowstorms are causing 
deep drifts and rendering traffic difficult 
in the country districts and arc necessi- 
tating a cessation of outdoor work in 
many of the provincial towns. In Lon- 
don little snow has fallen, but a sharp 
fall in temperature is accentuating the 
distress among the poor which is already 
prevalent.

NO ZERO WEATHER IN 


NOVEMBER LAST YEAR 


Government Reports §how Ther- 


mometer Recorded Twenty 
Above on 20th Inst., Low- 


est ot Month. 


The warm weather we have been en- 


joying so far iu November has been the 
subject discussad in many a home and 
business place the past week and every- 
where the opinion as to the weather of 
a year ago differ to a great extent. Some 
people state that we had zero weather 
before this time and that sleighing was 
one of the Thanksgiving day sports. To 
settle all of these disputes the govern- 
ment reports for the. nipnth of November 
last year have been consulted and they 
show that November 13th waa the first 
day that the thermometer went below 
the freezing point. On the morning of 
that day the thermometer registered 28 
degrees above arid went as high as 48 
degrees above zero. The day following 
27 degrees were registered in the morn- 
ing and 42 was the highest point reach- 
ed. 


The thermometer 
hovered ^ around 


points below freezing during the entire 
month) the lowest point reached being 11 
degrees above zero on the 20th. The 
17th, 18th, 18th and 20th were all cold 
days, the thermometer registering 16, 13, 
12 auA 11 degrees above zero respective- 
ly. Thanksgiving day came on the 20th 
last year and on that day the residents 
arose in the morning with.' the thermom- 
eter registering 15 above zero. What 
were real cold days last year were re- 
markably pleasant and warm this year, 
the four days given above, the 17th, 18th, 
19th and 20th this year registering as 
high as 50, 67, 07, and 59 and only going 
down to 40, 38, 40 and 42. 


This shows that we experienced no 


zero weather during the month of No- 
vember last year. The first zero weath- 
er was on the 14th and 15th of December 
when the government thermometer reg- 
istered 7 degrees below zero. Private 
thermometers registered from 16 to 20 
degrees below and Kenosha was said to 
have experienced 24 degrees below zero.

diate effect. bu£ it must be admitted the 
frainer of this law following the exam- 
ple of fromers of many other laws neg- 
lected to insert some sentences, that 
would make all clearer sailing.

Very possibly the contention has been 


put forth with a purpose of trying the 
primary law on tlie first object in sight, 
and tltis happens to be the senatorial 
question, but still those and principally 
the governor, who hare been so earnest 
in asserting the law struck in closely iat 
tha very palladium of our political lib- 
erties, should interpose no objection. The 
opportunity should be taken advantage 
of so early, since it is those that have 
had but little faith, that are now promi- 
nent in urging the new law be tried on 
the senatorship. Let the doubters be 
confounded, and the challenge promptly 
accepted. 
Indeed there. may be many 


good citizens who are saying, if this pri- 
mary law is what it is claimed to be, 
why not then try it in this matter of tlie 
aenatorship. It is true no legislature is 
bound to ncoept any verdict so rendered, 
and may choose whom the majority will, 
but let them settle that with the people 
later on. 


AS TO SUPFKESSED 'SUKF-HAGJB. 
The reference to one particular plank 


in the Republican platform comes along 
at intervals, that plank which calls for a 
congressional investigation ns shall deter- 
mine whether by special discriminations 
the elective franchise in any state has 
been unconstitutionally limited, and if 
such is the ease, we demand that repre- 
sentation in congress and electoral col- 
leges shall be proportionately reduced as 
the federal constitution directs. 


It will be noticed this plank docs not 


refer to any one state, but says in any 
state. If any state north or south has 
so interfered with the suffrages, or clec- 
tivejrauehise of its citizens, as to plainly 
reduce the numbers which make -up a 
congressional apportionment, such state 
must have the disfranchised deducted in 
making up its number of congressmen. 
There is nothing in the world sectional 
about this, for there exists no intention 
to in any wise discriminate. If any nor- 
thcrn state has discriminated outside the 
constitutional limitations, for crime, or 
participation in rebellion, treason to the 
state, then every one so disfranchised 
shall not be counted in ascertaining how 
many members of congress such state is 
entitled to. 
This is what 
the 
plank 


means, that a congressional investigation 
be made to determine if such has been 
the case in any state, not north, 
not 


south, not east or west, but in any state. 
When this report shall have been made 
and any state lias unconstitutionally dis- 
franchised any citizen except for the legi- 
timate causes stated, even if the fran- 
chise has been taken from the illiterate, 
for thi-i is not a vecognized cause, then 
every citizen so deprived .of his right to 
vote, shall not go to help make up the 
(.•ongre.-sional delegation. Thus if Wis- 
consin should at any time deprive say 
suflieient citizens to mnke any material 
factor in counting enough for a congres- 
sional district, then if a Republican 
congress had done its duty as the inves- 
tigation might result and so direct, Wis- 
consin would certainly lose one member 
of congress. 


In fact the Republican party docs not 


propose to interfere with the legislation 
or if by force nnd intimidation, of any 
state which has deprived any considera- 
ble number of its citizens, only it does 
propose; to if this congressional investi- 
gation does so show, to introduce a meas- 
ure which will to tlie letter comply with 
the plain mandate of the federal consti- 
tution. 
Therefore" if the south or the 


north deprives citizens of the right to vote 
except for the causes prescribed in the 
constitution, they must consent to have 
all such deducted in making up their 
congressional representation. 


This most important matter 
is not 


nlono being discussed by Republican pap- 
ers who have been Republican for years. 
The Chicago Chronicle which long before 
it declared for Theodore Roosevelt last 
spring, demanded as a matter of common 
justice to northern states, 
that 
the 


states of the south tha't had disfranchised 
their citizens by the wholesale, should 
not as the constitution directs have these" 
disfranchised counted, and declaring that 
these states of the south had no less than 
forty or so congressmen they were not 
entitled to, or in other words the dis- 
franchiscd being coxmted in gives them• 
these forty or so move congressmen than 
they were entitled to. This same paper 
has since the election again referred to 
this matter nnd in a late .editorial ex- 
presses its opinions. So that the Dem- 
ocratic Chronicle and 
the Republican 


Chronicle are perfectly agreed. It says: 


"Put into plain English, the question 


is: 
Shall a white man in a 
southern 


state exert two or three times as much 
power in federal elections as is employ- 
ed by a white man in a northern atate? 
Shall the southern white man have dou- 
ble the cnngreasional representation ac- 
corded to the northern white man? 


"The question is thus 
one between 


white men; the so-called race issue is 
merely collateral. It suits tho Democrats 
of the southern states and certain of 
their northern party associates to talk of 
ncgrophiles and force bills nnd efforts 
to revive carpetbag 
government, 
but 


these are mere petty devices which 
should deceive nobody. 


"The whole country now understands, 


that there is no disposition to interfere 
with the right of any state to disfran- 
chise ns many of its citizens as it see's fit 
to disfranchise. Tho country, however, is 
reaching' a determination that if citizens 
are 
disfranchised unconstitutionally— 


that is, on account of race or color—their 
votes shall not be counted as furnishing 
a basis for congressional representation. 


"The matter is not one. involving 


state's rights, but federal rights apper- 
taining to every citizen. It is quite true 
that the denial of the right, to vote con- 
stitutes un injustice to the negroes, but 
that is a-question which i^ not likely to 
be urged for' settlement until the fitness 
of the negroes to eserciaa the riglit of 
suffrage shall be.demonstrated by years 
of education and experience. The imme- 
diate issue is. as has been pointed out. 
the ono between white :nen, uhrth nnd 
.south/' . 


if states of tlie union an; s;o pleased to 


deprive any numbers of their citizens of 
the right to vote because they are color- 
ed, or because they are ignorant, or for 
any reason the majority in power may be 
pleased to give, then they by ;all measure 
of right mugt not, count in these citizens 
in making up their congressional appor- 
tionment. ' A' Republican congress over- 
whelmingly in control \yith 11 Republican 
.president in sympathy, should have no 
trouble in the coming session in originat- 
ing this inquiry and getting things start- 
ed, so that speedy action be taken. The 
enormous Republican pluralities would 
seem to be a mandate.

part of them. But a part of these profits 
can at least be shown from the trust by 
congress looking further into the reci- 
procity treaty with Cuba, not that Cuba 
be in any wise interfered with, but the 
removal of any little jokers 
concealed 


from the people, and there working for 
the benefit of the trust. This correspon- 
dent says: 


"In spite of its attempts nt secrecy 


and its hostility to publicity, the sugar 
trust, so called, ling 'been compelled to 
give indirect evidence, although not at 
nil detailed, of its abundant prosperity 
this week. Tlie prices quoted for the cer- 
tificates of this corporation were 
in 


themselves a revelation, a kind of public- 
ity, and so there 
came reports 
that 


throughout this fnll the sugar trust has 
been making money unprecedentedly. Its 
profits liave boon so great that there is 
great difficulty in knowing how skillfully 
to utilize them. It does not J.'trc tell the 
story to the public, lest there be a de- 
mand that the consumer shore somewhat 
in this good fortune. , Relatively 
the 


sugar trust has done better than the 
Standard Oil trust, nnd there seems to 
be. no immediate prospect of any decrease 
in this prosperity." 
< 


Xow in this connection mflv it not be 


observed with all possible respect to the 
powers that be, to the responsible party 
managers also, that if publicity is worth 
anything to the people as so assorted last 
winter, why can not the department of 
commerce and labor be required to make 
public nil reports the law presumably re- 
quires public corporations to make? If 
not so made public may it not be asked, 
what then is publicity worth, for the 
reason that the department has it in its 
power to make only public such reports 
or parts of reports as so'minded? If Re- 
publican professions are worth anything, 
nnd the people believe that they nre, let 
this publicity business be given an act- 
uality hitherto denied. 


OF nOOKS THERE IS NO EN1J. 
A book item says the book business is 


dull, is moribund in nil' countries, and 
that good books have no sale and pub- 
lishers find no profit. This is a picture of 
distress, but it cannot be confirmed, for 
everywheres on alt sides the'magazines 
and newspapers contain columns of book 
notices, and columns of advertisements 
of the very latest books. There are all 
sorts of books, very heavy, very scienti- 
fic, very solid, then too, light, frivolous 
niid, gossipy novels to novels not so light, 
and more nutritious, books of entertain- 
ment and books of any and every descrip- 
tion. 


All countries seem to be issuing about 


tho usual number of books, but if there 
arc no particularly noticeable books nnd 
novels of the dny, it is only for the rea- 
son there are many, more good writers, 
as there are certainly mnny more scien- 
tific, geographical, medicinal, astronomi- 
cal, 
biological, metaphysical, 
theologi- 


cal, geological writers than there nsjwl 
to be n generation ago. Of novelties the 
world is full and the daily Hood and in- 
cessant, stream keeps the banks running 
full of new literature, of good, biulcAHd 
indifferent, anil yet the .good and inter- 
esting books by;,no means form nn incon- 
siderable minority, , . 


.Then :.to.keep-pace with the book, the 


magazines and the newspapers, are the 
libraries, .public and private. Every city 
bus one in Ulnae ilnys, a library o( some 
sort, unit if not from somi; one public- 
spirited citizen of the city, then one Ii'Om 


that public spirited citizen of the nation, 
Andrew Carnegie. There are libraries 
and there are books, both in abundance, 
but if the standard" of excellence is being 
gradually lifted upwards, it is due to the 
upward.progress of the world seeking en- 
lightenment and looking for '.the best 
that is jn roeu. So of the making of the 
books, there is certainly no visible termi- 
nation. The stream of literature gives 
no sign of in the least running dry. 
There is navigable depth" for the profes- 
sionals and the amateurs and there prom- 
ises to so always remain, anyways in the 
lands where governments are 
friendly 


and the censor is unknown. 


CUBAS -'RECIPROCITY. 


Reciprocity with Cuba does not seem 


to be working with that business expedi- 
tion and success so confidently hoped for 
at first. It was all right to try it, to 
afford Cuba an opportunity to do busi- 
ness with us by giving her a bonus of 
twenty per cent or so, but so far the 
trade returns do cot bear out the hopes. 


Cuba has increased her foreign trade 


so the returns indicate an increase of 
about $0,000,008 tin's year, but the United 
States gets a small proportion of this in- 
.crca_se. . Cuba docs not appear to grasp 
the opportunity 'extended by the United 
States, and yet it was not 
only well 


worth our while to try it, but it was a 
matter of justice to give Cuba a good 
start in doing business as an independent 
nation. The increase in the importations 
of the Cuban Republic for the first three 
months of the present year vrhiph in- 
cludes a full quarterly period of recipro- 
city, is divided up in the following man- 
ner.. 


England receives an increase of 20 per 


cent; Germany an increase of twenty-one 
per cent; Spftia gets an increase of six- 
teen per cent, and France increases eight 
per cent. The United States does not ap- 
pear in these percentages, having a dis- 
tinct rank of her own due or not due to 
the ability and desire of tho Cubans to 
appreciate the generosity of this coun- 
try. This rank. however as stated is in 
a class of its own, being a small one, but 
three per cent increase as against that of 
•sixteen of Spain and running as high as 
twenty-one per cent of Germany. This 
reciprocal tariff extended Cuba enabled' 
her to buy of us at a material reduction 
from the prices of other countries but for 
some cause, attributed by a few reason- 
ers of the problem, that though giving 
preferential treatment to Cuba we do not, 
give her tile sort of mode up goods silo, 
wants, nor do we take the pains foreign 
merchants do to please the fastidious Cu- 
bans. 
Perhaps a reform in this latter 


particular would help materially. 


Our sugar nnd tobacco interests, how- 


ever have no complaint though our man- 
ufacturers have considerable cause 
to 


complain of the manner in which the Cu- 
ban Republic has responded to our ten- 
der of a reciprocating tariff. 


KOR WORKING GIRLS. 


New York city is to have a hotel for 


working girls something upon the plan 
of the noted Mills 'hotel. This hotel is 
fo be located as near ns possible to the 
working centers, nnd a^Tord good Ri.com- 
modations- for a weekly rate of from $3 
to $4 a week. There will be no necessity 
for the hard working girls to furnish 
family pedigrees, or certificates certifying 
to reduced gentility making it necessary 
to earn a living, or certificates of church 
incmbei'ship, nor will they bo required to 
furnish bonds of any sort. An account 
of the .proposed hotel says: 


"Tho hotel probably will be' in the 


neighborhood of the large department' 
stores on the W'est Side, where many 
girls and women ate' employed. Their, 
board nt the, hotel iwjll be about :63 or.$4 
n. week. They will lie' allowed the use of 
the hotel laundry and a room with. sow-, 
ing tnneMnes will be nt (heir service for 
mending. A number of small reception 
rooms will be on the first floor, whore the 
^irls may receive friends. 
Xotbing will 


be said to the guests about religion or 
their family nfFairs, nnd if they arc out 
of employment at any time the manage- 
ment will try to tide thorn over until 
i.her get work."

important matter, stating that the mem- 
bers of the asylum building committee, 
after considering the question, had con- 
cluded that $100,000 would be required 
-o complete and furnish the asylum in 
iddition to moneys on hand. 


Supervisor Nelson was in doubt as to 


whether $100,000 would be sufficient and 
the way in -which the bonds should be 
issued was gone over pretty thoroughly. 
It developed that the county in years 
gone by had boon paying 5 per cent, bnt 
the belief prevailed that bonds would not 
jring over 31/, per cent. 


PROPOSED OEDIXAXCE. 


After a long discussion on this point. 


Supervisor Kelson moved that the build- 
ing committee be instructed to draw up 
an ordinance providing for issuing asy- 
lum bonds in the sum of $100,000, serial 
bonds to cover a period of 15 years, in- 
terest not to exceed 4 per cent, said 
bonds to start after tin: jail building 
bonds are paid, which will be sometime 
in the year 1007. 


Supervisor Anderson moved that the 


time limit of bonds be made 
twenty 


years. 


Supervisor Spriggs believed that twen- 


ty years was too long, that fifteen years 
was lo"ng enough to rob the taxpayers of 
Kacine county, lie argued that to pay 
interest for twenty years meant to pay 
almost the face value of bonds in in- 
terest. 


Then it was decided that the sum of 


$0,500 should be paid every year, of the 
bonds.

The 
Third had lost its grip, with Sickles' 
lee, at Gettysburg—its way, with 
French's head, at Mine Run, and final- 
ly its place and name—bein'g distributed 
to fill the gaps in other organizations. 
As for what was left of the First," most 
ot it, under gray-headed Wadsworth, 
went as the Fourth division to the 
Fifth corps, our old;friends of the Iron 
Brigade ruefully shedding the blood-red 
disk, and decking their caps with the 
Maltese cross.

.graduate of the .Sixth,, the' brigade"* 
and holdinglit longest of all. Few they 
Were when "they reached the James, 
mourning with all their hearts for 
Haskell, killed in command of his new- 
Badger regimen); In the awful attack 
at Cold; Harbor. With Warren they 
rounded-the-gray line -at Five Forks—, 
Hallon Richardson, heading the Sev- 
enth, receiving the shot meant for their 
major general—and finally, bursting 
from the southward woods below Ap- 
pomatox, they helped bar the last 
gateway of Lee's beaten army. Then 
they marched back to droop their rid- 
dled, crape-laden colors for the last 
time before the head of the nation in 
the grand review at Washington and, 
with final handclasp from Hoosiers and 
Wolverines at the parting of the ways, 
•went home to lay those tattered flags 
within the walls of their own white 
capitol, with never a stain or shadow 
on the record of their defenders. 


But the story ofjseyeral who set forth 


•with them was stills unfinished. Fred' 
Eenton, who had ridden with their bat- 
tling line on many, a bloody day, came 
not homeward with*the few survivors. 
A strange.fortune^had been his after 
"Wadsworth felt/'There had-been many 
a reason, as has beeiHoldi for believing 
that the tall Virginian, Jennings, had 
played a double; game from first to last.

of cavalry.

Reeder Commission Picks Out 


Chicago Site—Approved 


by President. 


CONGRESS LIKELY TO 


APPROVE DECISION 


Charges of Undue Influence Not to be 


Considered, if Hade—Report 


Consists of Only Two Type- 


written Pageu. 


Kacine will not get the naval training 


station. Captain Heeder and the com- 
mission appointed to investigate regard- 
ing location have decided in favor of the 
Lake Bluff site, near Chicago, 111. This 
is the information received from Wash- 
ington, today. 


While some citizens were confident 


that we would land the much talked of 
prize, there were others who said right 
along that Racine did not stand a ghost 
of a show, and that before the commis- 
sion ever came to the Belle City they 
had decided upon Lake Bluff. 


There is something peculiar back of 


this action of the commission in recom- 
mending Lake Bluff to the president of 
the United States. In the first place the 
Lake Bluff site, as has been admitted by 
experts, is not a fit place for such a sta- 
tion, for the" reason it is on a high bluff, 
and it will cost a couple of million of 
dollars for a harbor. 


LAKE BLUFF'S PROTEST. 


Then the residents of that place sign- 


ed a long petition remonstrating against 
the station being located there. They 
pointed out the unfit condition of tilings; 
said that the station would be a detri- 
ment to the vicinity; that nil of the 


gineers to the Lake Bluff site to examine 
and run lines preparatory, to acyaiiiag 
title and what ever is permissible to "be 
done unde-r the act of congress will be 
done. 


The secretary also said that the de- 


partment has a number of plans and de- 
tails for equipping such training 'stations 
and these will be put into readiness for 
use. The report of the commission 'and 
the prompt action by President Roose- 
velt in approving it, will be a source of 
keen disappointment to the friends of 
other sites, notably the site at Racine, 
which was supposed to be reasonably 
sure of selection if the Lake Bluff site 
were rejected. 


UNDUE INFLUENCES CHARGED. 
Much feeling has been, engendered over 


the subject, and even charges of undue 
influences being at work to fix the loca- 
tion at Lake Bluff, have been made. 
Among other things- it has been asserted 
by the friends of other sites that the 
Reeder commission entered into the in- 
vestigation prejudiced in favor of Lake 
Blub site; that a number, of trips were 
made .there during the summer and that 
Capt. Reeder has. relatives who are in- 
terested in the land, or land adjoining 
that to be taken for the station at Lake 
Bluff. It is doubtful, however, if any 
attempt is made in congress to overturn 
the action of the board. The fact that 
the report is unanimous and was prompt- 
ly approved by the president, will proba- 
bly be accepted by congress 'as evidence 
that the site selected "will meet the re- 
quirements of the government. 


The fact that there are no harbor fa- 


cilities at the point selected is met by 
the claim that such facilities can be pro- 
vided at comparatively small cost. 


DISAPPOINTMENT IS -KEEN. 


Naturally the members of tue Racine 


Business Men's association and others 
who were greatly interested in the site, 
are sorely disappointed and do not con- 
sider that they have been treated fairly 
in the matter. It is the unanimous opin- 
ion that Captain Reeder and the others 
were prejudieed"in favor of Lake Bluff, 
in fact that^hey would never have come 
near Racine or any other place if they 
could have got 'out of it without being 
criticized. Some of the commission did 
not half examine sites.

APPROVED BY PRESIDENT.

was the

best and that the land was 
The commission said the fact 


that money was offered for a site would 
make no difference and that no favors 
would be shown, but still they have rec- ell. 
ommended the Lake Bluff site and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt lias approved of the 
same, if dispatches from Washington can 
bo reb'ed upon. This action was taken 
by the president previous to iiis depar- 
ture for St. Louis. The report of the 
commission was immediately transmitted 
to Secretary Morton of the navy depart- 
ment who authorized the conclusions of 
tho commission and that the approval 
of the president had been given to the 
findings. 


REPORT IS VERY BRIEF. 


Tho report of the commission is brief. 


consisting 
of only two typewritten 


pages. It 
enumerates the fifty-eight 


sites offered, and says that the commis- 
sion visited each of them, and that the 
members of the commission are unani- 
mously of the opinion that on the merits 
the Lake Bluff site is the moat available. 
The point is mentioned that the high 
price of land, which was noted in the re- 
port of the former board as militating 
somewhat against the site as compared 
with other sites offered is now taken out 
of the question by the offer of Chicago 
business men to purchase and present to 
the government all the land required for 
the station at Lake Bluff. This offer by 
the Chicago business men involving the 
gift of $178,000 worth of land, is append- 
ed and made a part of the commission's 
report. 


TO SEND ENGINEERS AT ONCE. 
Secretary Morton in discussing the ac- 


tion of the commission said he was in 
doubt as to what steps are to be taken 
by the department in carrying out -the 
provision of law. The commission was 
appointed by the president and directed 
to report to him, and the report is to be 
submitted to congress-OB the first day 
of the coming session. The appropria-. 
tion of 9250,000 made by congress,is said' 
to he expressly for the purpose ol ac- 
quiring the land, and it is not certain 
that any p»rt of it can be utilized for be- 
ginning work on the station. Secretary 
'Morton said however, that he will look 
into the matter at once and will send cn- 


commiBsion openly expressed an opinion 
that Racine was the best and most avail- 
able place they had looked at. 


STORY OF LONG FIGHT. 


Says the Record-Herald today: The 


first step toward the estaDlishrnent of a 
iiaval training station wa-3 taken by Rep- 
resentative Foss "more than two years 
ago, and grew out of a "conversation 
which he had with Commander Hawley 
of the navy. Commander Hawley had 
been detailed to the central west before 
the Spanish-American, war to recruit 
men and obtain them in large mimbers, 
they proving to be the bests-men aboard 
the American warships. 


A naval recruiting station was estab- 


lished in Chicago, and then Congressman 
Foss took up the idea of a naval training 
station on the great lakes. Two years 
ago he caused to be inserted in the naval 
appropriation bill a provision for the ap- 
pointment of a board of navy officers by 
the secretary of the.navy to inspect the 
lakes and report to congress on the most 
suitable site. 


A board was appointed, consisting of 


some of the ocst officers in the navy— 
Admiral H. C. Taylor, who commanded 
the battleship Indiana in the Santiago 
fight; Commander Winslow and Engi- 
neer Rousseau. After a most thorough 
investigation they unanimously reported 
in favor of Lake Bluff as the best site, 
with Racine, Muskegon, Milwaukee and 
Michigan City ranking -in. the order nain-

CLEVELAND, 0., Nov. 25.—Fifteen 


people were injured, three, and possibly 
more/of whom will die, as a result oi a 
collision between a. fast south bound 
train on the Cleveland and Pittsburg 
road and a trolley car on the Northern 
Ohio Traction line, today, near Bedford, 
a few miles east of this city.

WILL PROTEST AGAINST 


UNIFORM: BILL OF LADING 


As a result of petitions filed by the 


Illinois; Manufacturers' association and 
other trade organizations the interstate 
commerce commission has decided to1 


meet at Chicago on Dee. 5 to consider 
complaints alleging onerous conditions 
imposed by the uniform bill of lading 
which a number of railroads propose to 
put in effect Jan. 1. The complaint is 
that the new regulations will make bills 
of lading not negotiable, will require 
shippers to assent to conditions not here- 
tofore enforced, and thereby recognize 
such conditions to be reasonable and 
just; will compel shippers to bind them- 
selves to conditions which largely ex- 
empt tile carrier from its common law 
liability, will diminish the value of the 
service to the shipper while maintaining 
the accustomed charge, and will make 
the shipper pay 20 per cent of the rate 
in addition if he insists upon the car- 
riers' common law liability, thereby giv- 
ing the old service at an increased 
charge. It is claimed that the new con- 
ditions will result in unreasonable and 
unjust rates and suject shippers and 
their traffic to unlawful prejudice and 
disadvantage.

VOTING BY MACHINERY. 


Chicago Chronicle: Of course the de- 


cision of Judge Holdom in the Lynch 
case that the use of the voting machine 
is constitutional because it is voting by 
ballot must be held to be the law unless 
reversed by the court of last resort, to 
which it is to go on appeal, but, while not 
disposed to question the decision in any 
captious spirit, there are many who will 
seriously doubt its wisdom.

material on which the voter wrote or 
printed that which he wished to vote for, 
and strictly speaking the vote by ma- 
chine does not fall within this definition 
because the voter does not and can not 
in the form of machine thus far devised 
know, either of his own knowledge or 
even by hearsay, whether the machine 
records his vote as ha intends it or not. 


All that he ever cun know about the 


election is the general result. In the act 
of voting he simply pushes a button os- 
tensibly to record his vote for a certain 
candidate or purpose. He does not know 
whether it is recorded for that candidate 
or for Julius Caesar or Andrew Jackson. 
If he is not content with_any of the "reg- 
ular" candidates and wishes to cast his 
vote for some other person it 
seems 


doubtful if there is any sure way for him 
to do so. Nor, in this case, could even a 
combination of a majority of voters hos- 
tile to all the candidates elect any out- 
sider on whom they might agree unless 
the agreement were reached long enough 
before the election to 
permit 
certain 


steps of preparation and organization, 
though it is conceivable that there might 
be occasion for such a combination not 
known until the very last day before the 
election. 


The decision seeing to be based on the 


conception that the only essence of the 
vote by ballot is its secrecy. If this be 
admitted it remains true that the mean- 
ing is that the vote shall be secret as to 
alf save only the voter himself. The vote 
by machine appears to be a little too 
secret. 


Not even the voter himself can know 


what the machine does with his attempt 
to vote. For all he can actually know 
in the' act of voting it may record his 
vote for some person or measure he does 
not mean to vote for, or, again, it may 
not record his vote at all. In the light 
of the mechanical wonders of this age it 
is conceivable that the touch of some 
other secret button at the moment of
